Estate expansion plan is flawed, say objectors 


CAMPAIGNERS against 
the expansion of a Deal in¬ 
dustrial estate have identi¬ 
fied a flaw they believe could 
help sink the scheme. 

The recommendation is for planning 
permission to be granted for 44 units 
and a builders’ merchants at Minter’s 
Yard in Southwall Road. 

Since the plans were announced, 
residents have been in uproar, citing 
excess traffic on narrow roads - which 
already see more than 16,000 vehicle 
movements a month - as their main 
concern. 

Minter’s Yard has a county council

recycling centre and industrial estate 
next to it and those living close-by fear 
a leap in the number of vehicles using 
the road. 

But following bouts of heavy rain in 
the past month, former Deal mayor 
Deryck Murray has taken photos of 
severe flooding at the junction of 
Southwall Road and Church Lane, 
near the entrance to Minter’s Yard. 

Mr Murray said: “This is one of 
many factors we believe will be good 
for our case. There is a problem with 
flooding here. A lot of us have planted 
Leylandii trees to help the drainage 


because the trees absorb a lot of water 
from the ground. 

“This is a flood-plain. One resident 
who has a unit in Minter’s Yard has 
machinery that has to be propped up, 
otherwise it sinks into the floor after 
heavy rain. 

“We get localised flooding in this 
comer by Southwall Road and Church 
Lane, so we cannot have more traffic. 

‘You get subsidence with heavy traf¬ 
fic - roads on a flood-plain will sink. 

“Also, if the roads are flooded, cars 
will not be able to get through, again 
causing congestion.”

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Town hospital 
gets a clean 
bill of health

VICTORIA Hospital in 
Deal has been revealed as 
superbug-free following a 
hand-hygiene campaign by 
KOS Media, publisher of 
this newspaper. 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Primary Care Trust (ECKPCT) has 
been working closely alongside KOS 
Media to ensure members of the 
public realise the importance of 
hand-washing in the fight against 
infections such as MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile. 

Infection control and prevention 
methods have also helped result in 
no cases of C diff at the community 
hospital in the past six months - 
there were no infections from the 
diarrhoea bug or MRSA, either. 

The campaign, which has run since 
February, highlights the importance 
of hand-washing and using the alco- 
gel available in hospitals and health¬ 
care centres across the county. 

The scheme has not only targeted 
patients and visitors, but also health¬ 
care professionals and managers. 

Nicola Osbourne, Victoria Hospital 
manager, said: “Continuing to im¬ 
prove infection control remains our 


number one priority. “With the sup¬ 
port of KOS Media, we have been 
able to run a very successful infection 
control campaign to raise profession¬ 
al and public awareness of the im¬ 
portance of hygiene. 

“The campaign has been a great 
way to communicate the infection 
control message and is helping every¬ 
one to tackle infection. 

“Our hospital has had an excellent 
track record recently. This is a clear 
sign that the infection control meas¬ 
ures the PCT is undertaking are 
working.” 

A number of methods are used to 
help keep infections at bay, including 
training staff in the most up-to-date 
ways of preventing the spread of 
infection. 

Rigorous cleaning methods and 
techniques are used in wards, and 
cleaning gels and hand-washing 
facilities are available throughout 
the PCT’s buildings. 

Philip Greenhill, chief operating 
officer for Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Community Services, said: “Hotel 
services staff conduct an independent 
weekly cleanliness audit in all our 
community hospitals and consistent¬ 
ly record high scores. 

“We have had no cases of hospital- 
acquired C Diff in the last six months 
in any of our hospitals and we are 
striving to keep it this way. ”

THE family of James Bond author 
Ian Fleming has hosted a charity 
golf day to celebrate what would 
have been his 100th birthday 

His nieces, Lucy and Kate Fleming, organised 
the day at the Royal St George’s Golf Club at 
Sandwich and donated funds to the British 
Heart Foundation (BHF). 

Special guests Ronnie Corbett and Bond girl 
Tania Mallett, who played Tilly Masterson in 
Goldfinger, attended the event, while Fleming’s 
nephew, Michael, held an auction which raised 
more than £17,000. 

The writer played regularly at the Royal St 
George’s club and died of a heart attack after 
playing his last round there, aged just 56, in 
August 1964. 

He wrote about the course, renamed Royal St 
Mark’s, in his 1959 book Goldfinger. 

Lucy Fleming said: “My uncle wrote three 
chapters in the Goldfinger book about a game 
of golf that took place here, so we decided to 
host the event here, too. 

“It’s been a wonderful day and the sun is 
shining. 

“We chose to raise money for the British 
Heart Foundation as it’s a fantastic charity that 
benefits a lot of people. 

“They spend more than £100 every minute of 
every day on vital heart research. My uncle 
died of a heart attack, so we really want to raise 
awareness through today.” 

Sara Jane Woods, head of community fund¬ 
raising at the BHF, said: “We were approached 
by the Fleming family and there was such a 
wonderful synergy because Ian very sadly died 


of heart disease. We’d like to thank Lucy and 
Kate Fleming and all the people involved in the 
Ian Fleming centenary golf day who supported 
the BHF. They play an important role in the 
battle against heart disease.” 

Twenty-one teams of four, all named after 
leading 007 characters, competed against each 


other before attending the lunch and charity 
auction.

Your rubbish might 
make others happy 


A GROUP in the Dover district is 
offering people the chance to turn 
their trash into someone else’s 
treasure. 

Originating in America, the 
scheme has spread worldwide 
and in the UK membership has 
reached a staggering 1,276,415. 

Now Freecycle, created by 
Deron Beal in Arizona, has come 
to the district and caters for 
residents in Dover, Deal and 
Sandwich. 

Users can post information 
about items they want to get rid 
of or ask for items they need. 

Goods must be free, legal and 
something that can be kept from 
going to landfill. 

Yvonne Price, from Deal, is one 
of the voluntary moderators of the 
group. 

She said: “My work involves 
moderating new members for the 
first eight weeks to make sure all 
the right details are posted and 
things are written out properly. 

“After that, people put their own 
postings up and the group runs 
itself.” 

Mrs Price got involved with 
Freecycle after she moved house 
and discovered how many things 


she needed to get rid of. She said: 
“If I’d have known there was 
something like this back then, it 
would have been great. 

“There are two moderators in 
this area, myself and another 
lady called Ruth. We get a lot of 
good feedback - people are lovely 
and so grateful.” 

Since Dover Freecycle started, 
it has moved from strength to 
strength and has more than 1,800 
members. 

Mrs Price said: “We get a lot of 
different items going through. 
Just recently we had a canoe, a 
piano and a violin. 

“Sometimes people who run 
clubs in the area come to us for 
help, too. 

‘We’ve also started up a cafe 
group on-line, so if people need a 
plumber, for example, or advice on 
something, people can reply with 
suggestions.” 

The scheme saves a massive 
5.53 tonnes of goods going to land¬ 
fill each month, with an average 
of 662 items given away.

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Deadly submarine to be 
moved from harm's way 


THE wreck of a First World War 
German submarine is being relocat¬ 
ed from the Dover Strait as fears 
grow about its potential risk to 
shipping. 

The UB38 has laid on the seabed of the 
world’s busiest shipping lane for 90 years but 
is now being moved due to increasingly deeper 
draught vessels navigating the south-west¬ 
bound lane. 

The submarine, which went down with all 
crew on board after striking a mine in the 
Channel on April 11, 1918, is now set to be 
moved into deeper waters. 

Marine experts fear it could start to break up 
and be a threat to cross-Channel ferries, 
tankers and cargo ships in the busy lanes 
between Kent and France. 

The ship lies in shallow waters 77 feet below 
the surface - ten feet less than the inter¬ 
nationally recognised safety depth for sunken 
wrecks.

Trinity House, the General Lighthouse 
Authority for England and Wales, is respons¬ 
ible for ensuring safe navigation on this stretch 
of water. 

Jeremy De Halpert, executive chairman of 
Trinity House, said: “Over recent years there 
has been a noticeable increase in the number of 
deep-draught vessels using the Dover Strait. 

‘We have a statutory duty to ensure water¬ 
ways within our remit remain safely navigable. 

“In order to ensure this we have consulted 
with all concerned parties and concluded the 
best course of action available to us is the 
relocation of the wreck.” 

The company has appointed JV Titan 
Maritime (UK), Scaldis Salvage and Marine 
Contractors NV to do so. 

Mr De Halpert said: “It is essential the clear¬ 
ance depth in this section is increased. 

“This can only be achieved by lifting the 
wreck from the seabed and repositioning it in 


the vicinity which is clear of the deep-draught 
vessels’ route. 

“A seabed survey has revealed that it would 
not be possible to resettle the wreck where it 
currently lies, and the other option of marking 
the site with floating aids to navigate would 
only create greater restriction.” 

The plan is to now to drag the ship into 
deeper water, where it should not be affected by 
turbulence. 

The 300-tonne U-boat contains the bodies of 
some 30 crewmen and is officially designated 
as a war grave. Among the human remains on 
board are those of its captain, Leutnant Fritz 
Gregor. 

The UB38 was one of the most feared vessels 
in the German U-boat fleet and on its last 
voyage the doomed ship set out from Zeebrugge 
armed with six torpedoes. 

It is thought the ship was setting out to 
attack convoys carrying vital supplies and 
weapons to American troops on the Western 
Front, as well as food for people in Britain, 
when it went down.

Alan sees both 
sides of service 


‘Definitely changes over 60 years’ 


SIXTY years on since the NHS 
was formed and Roger Husk from 
Dover has had his fair share of 
experiences of the service. 

Born just a month after the state-run 
system was introduced on July 5, 1948, Mr 
Husk spent much of his life working as an 
auxiliary nurse at Buckland Hospital, as well 
as being treated for cancer in recent years. 

He said: “I worked at Buckland for 27 years 
and I’ve definitely seen changes over the last 
60 years - certainly the attitudes of people. 

“It’s gone downhill fast. As far as I’m con¬ 
cerned, the hospital service is now really top- 
heavy. There are too many people in offices 
and not enough people looking after the 
patients. 

“All the governors want so much more 
money and the poor nurses hardly get any. 

“They’ve also cut the cleaning staff hours, 
but they still want the same amount of work 
done. Therefore the wards don’t get cleaned 
as thoroughly as they should, hence MRSA. 

“When I worked in the hospital, every 
Sunday morning the beds were pulled out 
right into the middle of the room and it was 
cleaned behind. Nowadays they get one of 
those scissor mops and push it through. 
That’s not cleaning.” 

Mr Husk left his job at the hospital 16 
years ago following problems with his back 
which meant he was unable to continue 
working. 

But he remembers changes beginning to 
take place and wards shutting down as serv¬ 
ices at the hospital started to decrease. 
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He said: “I was involved when they began 
closing down parts of Buckland as I was 
doing hospital radio back then. 

“They started closing down wards and staff 
were either being moved off to the William 
Harvey or transferred to other wards.” 

But Mr Husk experienced the other side of 
the NHS when he was diagnosed with cancer 
five years ago. 

He said: “I’ve had about four or five oper¬ 
ations, including two major ones on my 
lungs. The cancer spread to my lungs - I’ve 
never smoked in my life. 

“The service I received was very good, but I 
had to go to Canterbury for my chemo¬ 
therapy and the Royal Brompton Hospital in 
London for surgery because nobody would do 
it down here. 

“In London a lot of the domestic staff, like 
cleaners, couldn’t speak English. I’d try to be 
polite and say good morning, but they didn’t 
understand. 

“I’d rather have been dealt with locally as 
all my friends are here. Once I was in the 
London hospital I didn’t get to see anybody 
much.” 

In October last year Mr Husk found out his 
cancer has gone and he has since finished his 
regular check-ups. But he still feels Dover 
should have a hospital for its residents. 

He said: “I’ve signed petitions to get a main 
hospital for Dover. I don’t think it will hap¬ 
pen - £8 million for a community hospital, 
they’re having a laugh.”

A STORE owner has been fined for selling 
alcohol to an under-age person. 

Kanapathipilla Sritharan, of Cheriton 
Food and Wine Store, pleaded guilty to the 
offence at Folkestone court. 

He was fined £300 and ordered to pay £363 
costs. 

The court heard the offence involved sell¬ 
ing four bottles of Babycham to a person 
under the age of 18 on October 24, 2007. 

The move follows a joint operation between 
Kent Police and Trading Standards Officers. 

A police spokesman said: “As well as posing 
a serious health risk to children, there is a 
clear link between under-age drinking and 
anti-social behaviour. 

“This prosecution sends out a strong mes¬ 
sage to the minority of irresponsible 
licensees that we will target you and take 
action if who sell alcohol to children.” 

Kent Trading Standards added that its 
officers relied on reports from members of 
the public about incidents of this kind and 
anyone who had suspicions should contact 
them.

Channel punters are 
saved by Coastguard 

TWO sailors were rescued as they took out a 
small boat into the English Channel and could 
only make it go round in circles. 

The purple-and-black punt - more used to 
the sedate waters of Cambridge’s River Cam 
or the Stour in Canterbury - was spotted by a 
fishing boat as it floundered in the water with 
Ronald Hall, 33, from Folkestone and Jamie 
Crawford, 20, from Shepherdswell, on board. 

The fishing boat’s crew alerted emergency 
crews, who launched a rescue boat from the 
Coastguard cutter Anglian Monarch, which 
was moored in Folkestone harbour. 

The tow-boat rescue spotted the small punt 
going round in the sea off Folkestone’s Sunny 
Sands and managed to drag it ashore. 

Both men on board were cold and wet and 
had to be revived. One appeared to have been 
drinking. 

The pair were arrested by police officers. 

A police spokeswoman said: <c We got an emer¬ 
gency call at 4.20am on Thursday that a small 
craft appeared to be in difficulties. It was head¬ 
ing out to the open sea and that was naturally 
a cause for concern. 

“One of the two young men on board had 
already fallen in the water and the other 
wasn’t too happy either. When they got back on 
shore they were arrested.”

MORE than a thousand 
ex-servicemen from across 
Kent will converge on 
Chatham Historic Dock¬ 
yard on Saturday to mark 
the second annual Veter¬ 
ans’ Day 

The commemorative occasion has 
been chosen as the MoD Veterans 
Agency’s flagship event in the 
South East and gives former Armed 
Forces personnel and their guests 
the chance to recognise the service 
and sacrifices made by their lost 
comrades and colleagues. 

The day will also celebrate Kent 
TA100 - the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the modern 
Territorial Army.

Enjoy the sun 
but don't risk 
your licence 

THE light evenings and warm 
weather make this one of the 
busiest times of year for catching 
those driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs, say Kent police. 

More than 120 motorists have 
been arrested across the county 
since a police blitz started two 
weeks ago. 

A total of 753 drivers has been 
stopped and breath-tested by offi¬ 
cers from the roads policing unit. 

Acting Sergeant Mark Lamb, 
from the force’s senior collision 
investigation unit, said: “People fin¬ 
ish work while it’s still light and 
warm and it’s very tempting to stop 
off on the way home to socialise 
with friends and have a drink. 

“There’s nothing wrong with that, 
as long as the drink isn’t alcoholic if 
you’ve then got to drive home.” 

Motorists caught under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs or alcohol can face a 
driving ban, a fine of up to £5,000 
or even be jailed. 

Police said driving bans for one of 
more years can lead to an increase 
in insurance premiums, the risk of 
job loss, a criminal record and diffi¬ 
culty getting a visa when travelling 
to some countries. 

A police spokeswoman said: ‘The 
long and light evenings and warmer 
weather mean people sometimes 
drop their guard and take risks they 
might not normally take. They 
spend longer socialising with bar¬ 
becues, picnics and outside enter¬ 
taining, which all adds up to longer 
periods of drinking.” 

Two people are killed on Kent’s 
roads each week and statistics 
show that one in six of the deaths 
is because of driving under the 
influence. 

Since the launch of the campaign 
the division with highest number of 
arrests, with 37, has been mid 
Kent, which covers Maidstone and 
Swale. The second highest for drink 
and drug-driving offences was 
Medway, with 29.

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UNDER SCRUTINY: Chapter School in Strood is one of seven 'failing' schools named in Medway by Ed Balls

A LEADING Kent politician has 
attacked the Schools Secretary 
over a recent “naming and sham¬ 
ing” of more than 30 schools said to 
be “failing” across the county. 

Ed Balls launched the National Challenge 
earlier this month which included a list of 638 
schools nationally where 30 per cent of pupils 
fail to get A* to C grades at GCSE, including 
maths and English. 

Schools face closure or could be tinned into 
academies if they fail to improve by 2011. 

Cllr Chris Wells, Kent County Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for education, wrote a letter to 
Mr Balls criticising the “questionable focus” of 
the strategy last week. 

He told this newspaper he felt compelled to 
write because “someone had to tell him”. 

The list included 33 Kent schools, the most of 
all local authorities, which was put down to 
the county’s selective system because the top 
25 per cent of pupils go to grammar schools. 

“I wonder if you truly understand the dam¬ 
age you are doing to the morale of teachers, 
headteachers and even pupils,” he questioned 
in the letter. 

Cllr Wells told Mr Balls that the authority 
had been inundated with letters of support 
from parents for Kent schools on the list. 


FUEL theft has risen dramatically across 
the county as prices at the petrol pumps con¬ 
tinue to soar, new figures show. 

Kent police say there has been a 24 per 
cent increase in reports of motorists driving 
off without paying for fuel, compared with 
last year. 

Figures obtained by our sister paper Kent 
on Sunday reveal there were 896 such 
offences between January and May - up 
from 730 during the same period last year. 

Meanwhile, siphoning theft has risen from 
89 offences in January to May 2007 to 123 


“Stories that use emotive terms such as ‘fail¬ 
ing’, ‘closures’ and struggling’ do absolutely 
nothing to stimulate confidence among teach¬ 
ers, pupils and parents. 

“In fact, each group has spoken out en masse 
in response to the questionable focus of your 
National Challenge,” he said. 

He called on Mr Balls to “stop this divisive 
campaign in the press” calling it a “political 
point scoring exercise”. 

Cllr Wells defended the county’s schools, 
which he said had “an exemplary education 
system”. 

“I am also surprised you have not checked 
your facts,” he wrote. “The schools in Kent you 
so boldly announced as struggling at floor level 
are in actual fact thriving and constantly 
improving.” 

He said two of the Kent schools listed had 


this year - an increase of nearly 40 per cent. 

In the 12 months to June, the average 
price of a litre of diesel has risen by 40 per 
cent to £1.32, while the average price for 
petrol is £1.18. 

And the Tunbridge Wells-based Freight 
Transport Association (FTA) warned that 
fuel theft could escalate further. 

“The higher the price of fuel gets the more 
incidents there will be,” said spokesman 
Geoff Dossetter. 

The South East National Farmers’ Union 
said members had reported an increase in 


been described as outstanding in the latest 
Ofsted inspection and another 14 were classed 
as good. Cllr Wells said he expected all schools 
listed to have exceeded the 30 per cent target 
by 2011. 

He also criticised the Government’s acade¬ 
my programme. “The school I am most con¬ 
cerned about reaching this [target] is an acad¬ 
emy, which if I recall correctly is the 
Government’s flagship scheme for turning 
around failing schools. I am still waiting to see 
the results,” he wrote. 

A spokeswoman said the KCC was yet to 
hear back from Mr Balls or the Department 
for Children, Schools and Families. 

The Government is focusing greater 
attention, help and resources on schools that 
are not meeting the target with funding of 
£400 million.

Petrol giant BP said it loses more than £1 
million a year nationally through motorists 
driving off without paying. Brian 
Macdowall, Kent spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers, said: “Soaring 
fuel prices will force garage owners to insist 
on pre-payment to combat rising levels of 
crime at the pump.” 

He raised concerns that if fuel prices con¬ 
tinued to soar, small petrol stations could be 
forced to close. 


Landscape 
feels wind 
ofchange 
on turbines 

WIND farms are an important part of the 
future of power generation and will help to 
reduce energy bills, according to Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown. 

Kent is in the forefront of the develop¬ 
ment of wind turbines with offshore wind 
farms in the Thames Estuary already oper¬ 
ating and large scale proposals put forward 
for an area near Marden. 

Romney Marsh is the site of a massive 
£50 million development and controversial 
plans are being mooted for a scheme at 
East Langdon, near Dover. 

The massive structures would dominate 
the landscape of much of the Weald and the 
Marsh wind farm - due to be in operation 
next year - would be the most visible fea¬ 
ture for miles in each direction. 

Last week Mr Brown won a narrow 
Commons vote which will speed up the 
planning process for wind turbines - which 
opponents say are inefficient, cause envi¬ 
ronmental damage and are an eyesore. 

Some plans have been held up by objec¬ 
tions from civil aviation authorities and the 
Ministry of Defence but these will now be 
settled outside the existing planning and 
appeal structure. 

Protesters say this could mean objections 
will not get a proper hearing. 

But in order to achieve a 15 per cent 
renewable energy target by 2020, the 
Government said 4,000 onshore turbines 
are required, along with 3,000 offshore. 

The Kent Weald Action Group has been 
angered by the plans for a turbine taller 
than St Paul’s Cathedral in the middle of 
the county. 

Chairman John Webley said: “The turbine 
is being built in an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty - and one which does not 
receive all that much wind. 

“It will be visible from as far “It will be 
visible from as far afield as Sevenoaks on 
one side and Tenterden on the other.”

Challenge to minister: see 
how great our schools are 


TAILING pupils at failing schools.’ This is the 
ridiculous message that central government 
has sent to hundreds of children, parents and 
schools over the past two weeks. Why? 

The debacle begins with the Government 
wanting a quick publicity gain and Gordon 
Brown hoping for some positive media atten¬ 
tion, encouraging the Department for Child¬ 
ren, Schools and Families to reel off a list of 
new initiatives. Unfortunately, no one is check¬ 
ing the detail. 

The National Challenge should have been a 
success story. “Extra money and support to 
boost GCSE attainment.” 

However, the stupidity of coupling this 
commitment with a threat: 30 per cent of a 
school’s pupils must achieve five A-C GCSE 
grades including maths and English by 2011, 
or they will be closed or replaced with an acad¬ 
emy, has taken centre stage. 

Not satisfied with threatening schools, Jim 
Knight, the minister of state for schools and 
learners, added that he had heard enough 
“excuses about poor performance”. 

But here is the question they should have 


asked: are these schools performing poorly, or 
could it be they are actually some of the best 
schools in the county? 

GCSE scores are only one measure of a 
school’s ability. There is another, previously 
much heralded by Government, called contex¬ 
tual value added (CVA). This measures the 
improvement made by pupils over the course 
of their time at school. 

Child poverty in many deprived areas 
means schools have many pupils who may 
live below the poverty line. 

Charles Dickens and Hereson in Thanet are 
exceptional schools when viewed this way. 
Hereson achieved a remarkable CVA score of 
1023.8 last year, far above the national average, 
with Charles Dickens School attaining 1016.5. 

What amazes me most about the Govern¬ 
ment’s crass and ill-informed announcement is 
that ministers did not even check with Ofsted. 

So they did not realise King Ethelbert in Birch- 
ington and Castle Community College in Deal 
are outstanding schools, and another 14 National 
Challenge Schools are good and improving. 

I would have thought ministers could re¬ 


member that some schools run vocational 
courses, which produce different qualifications. 

Pupils, parents and head-teachers have 
responded strongly to this news and I have 
been inundated with letters from the public 
fed up with ministers’ highly critical attitude. 

Ed Balls, secretary of state for children, 
schools and families, then takes a vindictive 
swipe at grammar schools. 

His attack is based on his personal belief 
that children feel like a “failure” at 11 years 
old. By making such a remark, it is Mr Balls 
who has labelled every child at a secondary 
modern school a failure. 

Different styles of education suit different 
children. Kent is proud of its selective edu¬ 
cation system, providing the greatest parental 
choice, and we exceed national targets year 
after year, secondary modems included. 

So my challenge to Mr Balls is: do you read 
your own department’s statistics? 

I hope Mr Balls will accept my invitation to 
see the richly diverse schools that Kent has to 
offer and end his belittling and demeaning 
campaign against great schools.

WHEN you meet an actor 
who has been elevated to 
the ranks of Hollywood’s 
next big thing, like James 
McAvoy, you don’t expect 
his first words to be an 
apology. 

But this was what happened 
when we were introduced at 
London’s swish Dorchester Hotel. 

“When we were in the elevator, 
you let me go first and I felt terri¬ 
ble because usually, in a daft way, 
I let the lady go first.

MY first, and only, package holiday 
on a Greek island some years ago 
hardly lingers in the memory as a 
pleasant affair. I remember the 
place as dusty, full of flies, with little 
atmosphere and terrible cuisine. 

But almost as soon as I landed on Lemnos, an 
island in the Aegean Sea, I sensed it could be 
time for a rethink. In basking sunshine, the 
locals put on a welcome at the airport. It was 
explained on the coach ride to the resort that the 
islanders believe a blessing on the first foreign 
arrivals of the year brings them luck. 

Our base for a week of watersports and land- 
based activities was Portomyrina Palace, a four- 
star hotel set on a hill above a quiet bay. 

That first lunch set a standard for the rest of 
the week: an impressive buffet including pork in 
a creamy sauce and an array of salads, breads, 
cheeses and cold meats, finished with a choice of 
Greek pastries and chocolate cake. 

The welcome meeting explained our options 
for the week ahead. Although some activities 
cost extra - scuba-diving, excursions, spa treat¬ 
ments and the offer of any official qualifications 
taken - virtually all are included in the price of 
the package, and taster sessions were on offer. 

The Children’s Club, keen to entertain two- to 
12-year-olds, is also included in the package. 

I was there for the action and my first day 
boasted a pretty exhausting mix: scuba-diving, 
waterskiing and tennis. My timetable also 
showed the evening as punch and dips on the 


lawn, followed by a quiz night. Could this hotel 
get any better? 

On four evenings of the week, the Portomyrina 
provides a buffet, while the other three are left 
free for those who want to do their own thing. 
During the week we also tested the local cuisine 
in the nearby capital of Myrina. Fortunately, 
restaurants - of which there were a vast array - 
catered both for families and romantic couples. 

Next day, I was ready for more excitement and 
strode up the beach for a waterskiing lesson. 
How hard could it be, simply getting pulled 
along by a boat? 

The boat set off at what seemed like a million 
miles per hour. Not so easy now. I stayed on for 


a good few minutes, but nature took its course 
and a wave put me down and pulled the skis 
from my feet. 

However, over the course of the week there 
was much more to try, including sailing, kayak¬ 
ing and catamaran rides, but by far the most 
rewarding for me was windsurfing. I also tried a 
scuba-diving taster in the swimming pool. 

By the final day, nearly all my aches had gone 
and I felt my fitness levels had quadrupled in 
just a week. 

In seven days, an unfit office worker had been 
transformed into a sport-obsessed Amazon - 
possibly never again to contemplate a ‘fly and 
flop’ package.

Repayment help 
may be at hand 

PEOPLE facing having their homes 
repossessed could be protected by a new 
mortgage rescue scheme run by housing 
associations, under plans being consid¬ 
ered by ministers. 

The downturn in the housing market 
has seen a number of unregulated firms 
offering to buy properties from people 
struggling to pay their mortgages, but 
usually for prices well below market 
value. They then rent back these homes 
to the sellers on a short-hold tenancy, 
while they wait for the market to pick up 
- offering little long-term security. 

But the National Housing Federation 
now wants housing associations to 
increasingly step in and offer to buy 
homes at risk of repossession at a fair 
price, as part of a new nationwide mort¬ 
gage rescue service. 

The associations would then offer the 
seller the chance to buy back under a 
low-cost ownership arrangement when 
their financial situation improved, or to 
remain permanently in their homes as 
rent-paying tenants.

Protect your little ones 
from harm in the home

The list of safety tips is as follows; 

• Alarms: make sure you have a working 
smoke alarm on each floor of your home to pro¬ 
vide warning if a fire starts. 

• Poisons and cleaning products: keep 
cleaning products, first aid items and 
medicines either in a locked cupboard or 
in a high place out of reach of children. 
Similarly, when buying these products, look 
for child-resistant tops. 

• Electrical appliances: cover unused electric 
sockets. Make sure electrical items are tidied 
away when not in use so that small hands 
can’t pull them off high surfaces. 

• Window locks: as well as keeping people out, 
they keep little ones in. Make sure keys are 
kept out of sight to prevent temptation. 

• Running baths: always mn the cold tap first 
and add hot water to the right 
temperature. Tap protectors can also be 
bought, or fit a thermostatic mixing valve on 
your hot tap to prevent scalds. 

• Choking hazards: clear small items from 
counter tops and tables and keep items with 
small parts that could break off away from 
young children. Keep items such as sewing 
kits, stationery and coins in locked cupboards 
or out-of-reach cabinets. 

• Stairs: particularly with small children, fit 
safety gates to both the top and the bottom of 
the stairs and make sure steps are clear of 
debris to minimise potential trips and 
tumbles.

Both cars have been developed within 
the Ford empire by blending chassis 
expertise honed on the excellent 
Ford Focus with Volvo’s acknowledged 
4x4 nous. 

So, we can expect the Volvo to be great 
on or off-road, even though billed as 
more of an SUV (sports utility vehicle). 

The XC60 (from £24,750) is available 
for customer drives this October, with 
deliveries from November. 



ROAD TEST 


VOLVO grew big on big, safe 
estates yet life is harder nowadays. 

The estate market has been eroded by peo¬ 
ple carrier/MPVs and 4x4s and the Germans 
have muscled in with the Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class Estate, BMW 5-Series Touring and Audi 
A6 Avant. 

Rising fuel and road tax costs have also weak¬ 
ened the Volvo wagon’s hold on sales, but the lat¬ 
est V70 - Volvo’s tenth generation big load-lug¬ 
ger - remains a tough piece of kit, especially in 
best-selling D5 turbodiesel form as tested here. 

The all-new third generation V70 (£24,995- 
38,280) is derived from the S80 executive 
saloon so it rides better than before and is 
more sure-footed. 

Despite Volvo’s efforts to reposition itself as 
a ‘driver’s brand’ though, the V70 is still not up 
with the Germans; there is a lightness about 
the steering and feedback, while some body 
roll counters that improved ride. 

On the other hand, if you buy a big capacity 
wagon like this then practicality, comfort and 
a degree of economy rather than performance 
are greater priorities. 

The car feels incredibly well built and while 


interior design is minimalist, the Ford-owned 
Swedish brand takes a pragmatic ‘don’t fix it if 
it ain’t broke’ approach to dashboard controls; 
you have the familiar Volvo figure outline for 
ventilation selection and a logical and premi¬ 
um stand-alone sound system - plus clear con¬ 
trols on the steering wheel. 

Everything else is easily to hand and you 
wonder why some car makers complicate in an 
attempt to simplify. 

The cabin is spacious and seating comfort 
excellent, despite the initial fir mn ess of high 
quality leather seats, standard on our higher 
spec SE Lux model (£30,745). 

Rear load space (815/1,600 litres) is easily 
extended by flopping the rear seats down; 
there are bigger capacities in this class, but an 
upright tailgate makes the V70 one of the 
most practical. 

The in-house 2.4-litre D5 five-cylinder tur¬ 
bodiesel engine has been a mainstay for sever¬ 
al years now, ably balancing power with econ¬ 
omy. It is refined, but powers the big estate to 
60mph in an impressive 8.4 seconds in manu¬ 
al form while still averaging well over 40mpg.

Tests wave goodbye 
to contaminated sites 


A KENT company is reporting 
successful results for the first-ever 
field tests of a ground-breaking tech¬ 
nology aimed at cleaning up con¬ 
taminated land so that it can be 
made ready for sale or development 
quicker than usual. 

Ecologia, an award winning environmental 
consultancy and contractor which developed 
the clean-up technique, is currently using it at 
an old petrol station site in Manston, near 
Ramsgate. 

The company, based at Kent Science Park, 
near Sittingbourne, uses the patented radio 
frequency technology to extract volatile 
chemicals from contaminated land - without 
the cost of removing the soil. 

It drills holes into the soil then sinks radio

antennae into the narrow shafts. Once in 
place, the antennae send out radio waves to 
heat the soil and stimulate the contaminants, 
which rise through the soil. 

These gases are then removed using special¬ 
ly developed vacuum systems, and the air is 
filtered using activated charcoal. 

Giacomo Maini, managing director, said: 
“Our technique is a win-win for the site owner 
and the environment, and great news for us as 
there are hundreds of disused petrol stations 
across the country waiting to be cleaned up. 

“As our process takes in the region of only 
three months, the petrol retailer gains a clean 
site for future development or sale much 
quicker than other commercially available 
techniques using in situ methods, which can 
take approximately a year to complete. 


“The technology is also commercially com¬ 
petitive in relation to the traditional removal 
and transportation of soil to landfill, which is 
fast becoming very expensive due to the recent 
increase in landfill tax and haulage costs. 

“The environment benefits from the simple 
fact that companies no longer have to remove 
the contaminated soil and transport it to a 
hazardous waste landfill site. 

“Our technique treats the problem on site, 
rather than effectively sweeping the problem 
under the carpet by moving it elsewhere, 
which is not environmentally sustainable. 

“The results from this first ever field trial 
are incredibly positive and show we have a 
technology which can be commercially applied 
to removing contaminates from petrol sta¬ 
tions.”

Kapil Dev makes return 
to Tunbridge Wells and 
recalls his record knock 

ONE of the world’s legendary all- 
rounders made a return to a Kent 
ground this week, 25 years after 
scoring the fastest-ever one-day 
century at the 1983 World Cup. 

Indian Kapil Dev blasted an unbeaten 175 
from 138 balls in the semi-final win over 
Zimbabwe at the Nevill Ground in Tunbridge 
Wells. His century off 72 balls was the world 
record at the time and helped his team 
recover from 17-5 to go on and win the game 
and then the final. 

The all-rounder, voted Indian cricketer of the 
century in 2002, remembers the ground fond¬ 
ly, mainly because it helped towards the high¬ 
light of his career. 

He said: “It is fantastic to be back at 
Tunbridge Wells and you can’t imagine that 
this was the ground that I got the record. 

“I do not have much memory of the ground as 
we were in such a panic situation from the start. 

‘Winning that World Cup was my fondest

memory because at the time it brought kids in 
India back into cricket. I think the problem in 
this country is that people turn to football 
rather than cricket. I think there should be 
more people like Ian Botham as they are 
heroes and they would encourage more young 
people into the sport.” 

Chairman 

The 49-year-old is now chairman of the exec¬ 
utive board of the Indian Cricket League (ICL) 
- a Twenty20 competition which hit the 
headlines because it offers cricketers a chance 
to earn money similar to that enjoyed by foot¬ 
ballers. 

Kapil says Twenty20 has breathed life back 


into cricket. With billions of pounds being 
pumped into the sport in India and stadiums 
packed with supporters wanting to watch a 
three-hour, 20-over game, Kapil sees it as a 
revolution that will change the image of the 
sport around the world. 

“There is no sport in this world that can sur¬ 
vive without the spectator,” he said. 

“If the spectator loves it, then it is a great 
game. The same was said when one-day crick¬ 
et and day/night cricket came out, with older 
generations of players believing it would harm 
Test cricket. 

“Let’s look on the positive side - I hope 
Twenty20 gives something back to the one- 
day game because maybe in the future teams 
will score 400 runs in a 50-over game.” 

Kapil, who was the world’s leading wicket- 
taker in Test matches between 1994 and 1999, 
is a big fan of the modem game. 

Although his swashbuckling style would 
have been perfect for the shorter forms of the 
game, he is amazed by the ability of the cur¬ 
rent crop of international cricketers.

“The game has moved on quite a bit since I 
last played. There is a lot of innovation with 
these new shots being played. 

‘When I played, hitting over the cover area 
was the biggest thing - now we have the 
‘switch hit’ shot and reverse sweeps and pad¬ 
dle sweeps. It seems every cricketer comes up 
with something new.” 

While he enjoys watching Sachin Tendulkar, 
Andrew Flintoff and Kevin Pietersen in 
action, there is still one player he regards as a 
tme great. 

“Viv Richards,” he said. “He was the greatest 
entertainer and had a way of playing in which 
he would take charge on the field. 

“In our own country, Sunil Gavaskar gave us 
all belief of how to play fast bowling when you 
don’t have any fast bowlers in the country. 

“I didn’t see Gary Sobers playing and I didn’t 
see Sir Don Bradman playing, so I can’t com¬ 
ment on them, but Viv Richards from our time 
was just the best. 

“A man of his talents would love any form of 
the game, including Twenty20.”
